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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I hereby submit to you my second annual report as 
Superintendent of your public schools. 

We are working for improvement with the means 
afforded. A more regular daily attendance is resulting 
and an increasing disposition of pupils to conform to 
standards that lead to character and improvement in 
scholarship. “Do It Right” and “Better Scholarship”’ 
are ideals set for supported by intelligent cooperation of 
parents will in time bring the results desired. 

It is not unusual for a complete change of teachers 
to occur at once. Such a change is a drawbick, especially 
when the loss of strong teachers is involved. It takes 
time for a new staff to adjust itself and the schools suffer 
in the process. However, the new teachers this year are 
well prepared and have entered upon their work in ex- 
cellent spirit. Yi 

The usual medical inspection was completed in 
October, conducted by Dr. Ward, assisted by the Hamp- 
ton school nurse. The following defects were found and

22 treatments and 3 vaccinations have been made 
since the last examination a year ago. For further Im- 
formation I refer you to the report of Dr. Ward. While 
some parents have made a serious attempt to have de- 
fects corrected undoubtedly much more could have been 
done with the assistance of a school nurse. In addition 
to the dental clinic I suggest the part-time services of a 
nurse, who would assist at the clinic, advise with 
parents, and visit the schools regularly for health 
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supervision and instruction. I also urge more adequate 
provision for noon lunch and milk service. 

The latter when organized would be self-support- 
ing. 

In a Union the size of ours close supervision of class 
room work is quite impossible. A superintendent’s work 
of necessity becomes executive rather than supervisory. 
His best service lies in the assistance he can render to 
School Boards, in the transmission of aims and en- 
couragement to teachers, and in providing’ adequate 
material for good school work. His most difficult task 
is in securing suitable teachers. School visits merely 
for their own sake mean little and often lead to waste of 
time. Monthly bulletins to teachers have been issued 
throughout the year. The assistance of an efficient 
clerk in the office has rendered relief from much of the 
necessary routine and provided time for the larger 
affairs. 

After all the schools of a community are what the 
people make them, through their financial and moral 
support. If there are good schools in North Hampton 
it is because North Hampton wants good schools and 
provides for them.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


The second annual examination of the school chil- 
dren of North Hampton was made during the first part 
of October, and a very graftifying improvement over 
the previous year was found. A number of the children 
have had their tonsils and adenoids removed; many have 
had their defective teeth treated; and some have been 


Al 


vaccinated. 

There is still much to be desired, however, and it 
is hoped that the townspeople will cooperate more fully | 
as time goes on. It is suggested that a dental clinic be 
opened in the schools, the work being done at pratically 
cost. Oftentimes, while the parents of a child may want 
to have his teeth filled, is not convenient to give up the 
time to taking the child to the dentist’s; nor can ap- 
pointment always be made when one has the time. A 
clinic #1 the school would obviate this entirely; the child- 
ren would lose practically no time from school and the 
work would be done by a very competent dentist—one 
who is well qualified to handle children. 

The writer wishes again to urge upon the parents 
the necessity of vaccination. Several small outbreaks 
have occcurred in the New England States during the 
past year and the only way to prevent such an occur- 
rence locally is by having the children vaccinated.
